Report of School Board 


I herewith submit my report as retiring member of the School 
Board. 


The schools in our town have for the most part been success- 
ful and had good teachers. In one or two instances there have 
been several teachers. Any school does better work to be under 
the efficient management of a good teacher term after term than 
to have a number in one term. 


I wish I could impress on the minds of all parents a necessity 
for their visiting the school room and observing the work done 
there. Your children need your interest and presence to bring 
forth their best work. 


In order to retain our teachers we have been obliged to in- 
crease wages. Teachers have been hard to obtain owing to a 
scarcity felt all over New England. Wages in all kinds of busi- 
nesses have increased and teachers’ wages along with them. The 
State requirements, scarcity of teachers, high price of board and 
all current expenses have largely increased our expenditures. We 
have tried to reduce expenses, but curtailing in these days of high 
cost of living is pretty hard. This has been one of the most 
expensive and hardest of school years. We are changing the old 
‘system of schools for a new one and many mistakes and misunder- 
standings have arisen. 


Mr. Reuben Jackson wishes to bring this proposition to the 
voters of the town of Milan: The West Milan cemetery has a 
projection in the back which does not make a square or nice look- 
ing cemetery. He would like to have the lot straightened by 
taking part of the school land; in return he will give as much 
land as it takes to straighten the lot, providing the town will vote 
to move the school building. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the many people who 
have so kindly co-operated with me and who have so kindly over- 
looked my many mistakes.
